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revision of the 


Constitution and Bylaws 


This article will describe briefly the 
background, purpose and scope of the 
proposed revision of the Constitution 
and Bylaws of the Illinois State Dental 
Society. 


Background 


The Executive Council of the Illinois 
State Dental Society in annual session 
January 16, 1958 (by unanimous action) 
authorized the President to appoint a 
committee to revise the present Consti- 
tution and Bylaws. On the following 
February 3rd, following the recommen- 
dation of the Executive Council, a com- 
mittee was appointed to bring in recom- 
mendations to the Executive Council 
in May 1958 regarding a revision. Pres- 
ident Pollock appointed the following 
committee: Drs. Herman R. Wenger as 
chairman, Ross H. Bradley, Eugene E. 
Hoag, Arthur C. Buchmann, Paul W. 
Clopper, and Robert J. Pollock. 

The Committee studied many consti- 
tutions and bylaws in use in other state 
societies and conducted a poll in an at- 
tempt to obtain an expression from the 
members present at the May 1959 An- 
nual Meeting as to whether the house 
of delegates or executive council form 
of government was desired. The major- 
ity of those taking part in the poll fa- 
vored the present system, and the speak- 
ers from floor during the business ses- 
sion (May 1959) also favored the pres- 
ent system. The Committee then pro-

ceeded with their revision, based on the 
present type of administration—namely, 
the general body and executive council 
form of government. 

On January 20, 1960 the first draft of 
the revised Constitution and Bylaws 
and the Standards of Ethics and Rules 
of Conduct were presented to the Exec- 
utive Council. 

Prior to that date the new instrument 
had been forwarded to the members of 
the Executive Council for study. Copies 
were also sent to the Secretary of the 
American Dental Association and the 
secretary of the A.D.A. Council on Leg- 
islation, requesting these individuals to 
review the contents and make com- 
ments. The comments received were 
considered by the Executive Council, 
and the Committee was requested to 
make the necessary corrections and re- 
submit the proposed new instrument 
during the May 1960 Executive Coun- 
cil meeting. 

Following this the instrument will 
be published in the ILLINoIs DENTAL 
JourNAL. After publication to the gen- 
eral membership, the revision will be 
placed on the agenda of the 1961 An- 
nual Meeting for consideration and 
passage with whatever recommendations 
are made by the general body. 


Purpose and Scope 


The present Constitution and Bylaws 
of the Illinois State Dental Society was 
last revised in 1929. Since that revision, 
nineteen amendments have been added 
in the last thirty years. This multitude

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Talking—Too Much 


All of us talk too much. If everything we said was laudible, it would not be too 
bad. The trouble is at least part of the time we are talking about others, and fre- 
quently this is anything but good. 

One of the worst things for a dentist to talk about—especially in public—is an- 
other dentist. This becomes even more vicious when the conversation pokes fun at 
or degrades the man any way when he is not there to defend himself. 

Too often in dentistry unethical and slanderous talk follows the examination of 
a new patient. Sometimes it is open criticism of work found in the patient’s mouth; 
at other times it is veiled criticism like a snide, “Who did this work?” It all 
amounts to the same thing. 

In general, we would all be better off to follow the old axiom, “If you can’t say 
something good about a person, don’t say anything.” Criticism is seldom justified, 
and the person doing it seldom knows all the circumstances involved. We should 
remember that a man’s good name is worth an incalculable amount—especially a 
professional man’s name and reputation. 


Rest in Peace, Bill McKee 


Last month, on March 3rd, Dr. William A. McKee of Benton, a former presi- 
dent of the Illinois State Dental Society passed away, following involvement in a 
fatal automobile accident. 

What happened after that was the finest testimonial anyone could dream of. It 
seemed as though the wires of the entire Society were all being used at the same 
time, and everyone was talking about the same thing—Bill McKee, his death, his 
life, how he will be missed. Undoubtedly he was one of the best loved men in 
Illinois dentistry, by all who knew, and it seems as though everyone did. 

We were about to request an obituary from a close friend of his when the unso- 
licited letters and testimonials and newspaper clippings began to come in. So on 
page 250 you will find a last glimpse of Dr. William McKee, written by two men, 
representing us all. 


The Dues Raise 


At the annual meeting in May a proposal will be presented to the membership 
that State Society dues be raised $10.00. At the same meeting you will be asked 
to continue the $10.00 assessment for law enforcement for another year. 

Both the assessment and the raise in dues are necessary, because they have two 
separate purposes. The assessment is set aside and used only for law enforcement; 
it protects us, the members, from illegalists. The raise in dues, however, is to be 
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used for the normal increased operating expenses of the State Society; it can also 
provide for increased activities of certain committees and areas of public relations 
for dentistry which suffer now because of restricted or no funds. 

The $10.00 assessment has already started to move the illegal laboratory situation 
in the right direction. Now that the State Society has assumed financial responsi- 
bility for legislation and law enforcement, two good things have resulted. The 
program has taken a much broader, statewide aspect with the fine results of the 
last two sessions of the Illinois Legislature, and the Chicago Dental Society has 
been given a bit of financial respite; previously Chicago was rapidly depleting 
its treasury to the danger point by taking care of our legislation problems with- 
out an assessment. Without the assessment the State Society would be in no finan- 
cial position to handle the problem either. 

If you are interested in how much money has been brought in through the 
assessment, and how this has been spent, just read through the report of the 
Joint Commission on Legislation and Law Enforcement which appears on page 
219 of this issue. You will find an excellent accounting there. 

What you won’t find there, however, is a total of the results obtained because 
we had this money to spend—the numerous cases brought into court, the con- 
victions we have obtained, the changes which strengthen the Illinois Dental Prac- 
tice Act. Now it is possible for the Department of Registration and Education to 
check illegal dental laboratories for work orders from dentists; if they do not 
have them, the Department can prosecute. The income from re-registration will 
now permit Judge Vera Binks and the Department to do a better job in their 
operation, even though the re-registration money is not specifically ear-marked 
for the Department. 

Since our last raise in State Society dues the Central Office has been forced to 
enlarge its office space with an increase in rent; salaries of employees have had to 
be raised and more help secured—especially during legislative sessions; postage 
has been increased by the U.S. Postal Department; the JouRNAL has had two 
printing raises; a full time secretary has been added to the Society’s payroll; and 
such seemingly insignificant things as the letterhead you receive from the Society 
and the paper this JoURNAL is printed on keep going up every year. 

The Society has also increased (almost doubled, in fact) its service activities to 
you. It now holds an annual Council on Dental Health Meeting (co-sponsored 
by the State Department of Health, Dental Division), an annual Component 
Officers-Editors Conference, increased Ad Interim Committee meetings to govern 
the Society more efficiently, and so on. 

All this takes money. And the $10 raise in dues to be voted on in May cer- 
tainly doesn’t seem like much compared with the services available to all of us now.

‘THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that Arti- 
cle IX, Section 1 of the Bylaws be 
amended by deleting the words ‘fifteen 
dollars” and inserting the words 
“twenty-five dollars,” making this Sec- 
tion read, 

“The annual dues shall be twenty- 
five dollars per member, plus whatever 
amount may be designated from time 
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to time, as the annual dues in the 

American Dental Association.”

BE IT RESOLVED that Article VIII, Sec- 
tion 4 of the Constitution be amended 
by deleting the first sentence and sub- 
stituting another sentence and_ insert- 
ing other phrases, making this Section 
read:

of the 


Illinois State Dental Society 


he Illinois State Dental Society, as 

: a consultant of the American Den- 
tal Association, recognizes and 
adopts the broad principles of conduct 
of our profession as laid down in the 
“Principles of Ethics of the American 
Dental Association.” Our Society also 
recognizes that the acceptance of a li- 
cense to practice dentistry in Illinois 
carries with it certain responsibilities 
under the law of the state to abide by 
the provisions of the Dental Practice 
Act. The authority for the enforcement 
of good conduct, therefore, is divided. 
The law always contains certain provi- 
sions relating to professional miscon- 


duct, and what is illegal is also unethical. 

The Standards of Ethics and Rules of 
Conduct of the Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety, therefore, is composed of the 
“Principles of Ethics of the American 
Dental Association,” interpretations and 
additions to the “Principles of Ethics” as 
laid down by the Illinois State Dental 
Society, and the Illinois Dental Practice 
Act. 

It is only right, then, that each mem- 
ber of this Society knows how to live 
within the framework of these provisions, 
so that the honor and dignity of the den- 
tal profession may advance in the sight 
of the people of Illinois. 
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Principles of

ohm practice of dentistry first achieved 
the stature of a profession in the 
United States where, through the heritage 
bestowed by the efforts of many genera- 
tions of dentists, it acquired the three 
unfailing characteristics of a profession: 
education beyond the usual level, the 
primary duty of service to the public 
and the right to self-government. 


The maintenance and enrichment of this 
heritage of professional status place on 
everyone who practices dentistry an obli- 
gation which should be willingly accepted 
and willingly fulfilled. This obligation 
cannot be reduced to a changeless series 
of urgings and prohibitions for, while the 
basic obligation is constant, its fulfillment 
may vary with the changing needs of a 
society composed of the human beings 
that a profession is dedicated to serve. 
The spirit and not the letter of the obliga- 
tion, therefore, must be the guide of con- 
duct for the professional man. In its es- 
sence, this obligation has been summar- 
ized for all time and for all men in the 
golden rule which asks only that “what- 
soever ye would that men should do to 
you, do ye even so to them”. 


The following statements constitute the 
Principles of Ethics of the American Den- 
tal Association. The constituent and com- 
ponent societies are urged to adopt addi- 
tional provisions or interpretations not in 
conflict with these Principles of Ethics 
which would enable them to serve more 
faithfully the traditions, customs and de- 
sires of the members of these societies. 


Section 1. Education Beyond the Usual 
Level—The right of a dentist to profes- 
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sional status rests in the knowledge, skill 
and experience with which he serves his 
patients and society. Every dentist has 
the obligation of keeping his knowledge 
and skill freshened by continuing educa- 
tion through all of his professional life. 


Section 2. Service to the Public—The 
dentist has a right to win for himself 
those things which give him and his 
family the ability to take their proper 
place in the community which he serves, 
but there is no alternative for the profes- 
sional man in that he must place first his 
service to the public. 

The dentist’s primary duty of serving 
the public is discharged by giving the 
highest type of service of which he is 
capable and by avoiding any conduct 
which leads to a lowering of esteem of 
the profession of which he is a member. 


Section 3. Government of a Profession 
—Every profession receives from society 
the right to regulate itself, to determine 
and judge its own members. Such regu- 
lation is achieved largely through the 
influence of the professional societies, 
and every dentist has the dual obligation 
of making himself a part of a professional 
society and of observing its rules of 
ethics. 


Section 4. Leadership—The dentist has 
the obligation of providing freely of his 
skills, knowledge and experience to so- 
ciety in those fields in which his quali- 
fications entitle him to speak with pro- 
fessional competence. The dentist should 
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be a leader in his community, especially 
in all efforts leading to the improvement 
of the dental health of the public. 


Section 5. Emergency Service—The 
dentist has an obligation when consulted 
in an emergency by the patient of an- 
other dentist to attend to the conditions 
leading to the emergency and to refer the 
patient to his regular dentist who should 
be informed of the conditions found and 
treated. 


Section 6. Use of Auxiliary Personnel 
—The dentist has an obligation to pro- 
tect the health of his patient by not dele- 
gating to a person less qualified any 
service or operation which requires the 
professional competence of a dentist. The 
dentist has a further obligation of pre- 
scribing and supervising the work of all 
auxiliary personnel in the interests of 
rendering the best service to the patient. 


Section 7. Consultation—The dentist 
has the obligation of seeking consultation 
whenever the welfare of the patient will 
be safeguarded or advanced by having 
recourse to those who have special skills, 
knowledge and experience. A consultant 
will hold the details of a consultation in 
confidence and will not undertake treat- 
ment without the consent of the attend- 
ing practitioner. 


Section 8. Unjust Criticism and Expert 
Testimony—The dentist has the obliga- 
tion of not referring disparagingly to the 
services of another dentist in the pres- 
ence of a patient. A lack of knowledge 
of conditions under which the services 
were afforded may lead to unjust criti- 
cism and to a lessening of the patient’s 
confidence in the dental profession. If 
there is indisputable evidence of faulty 
treatment, the welfare of the patient de- 
mands that corrective treatment be in- 
stituted at once and in such a way as to 
avoid reflection on the previous dentist 
or on the dental profession. The dentist 
also has the obligation of cooperating 
with appropriate public officials on re- 


quest by providing expert testimony. 


Section 9. Rebates and Split Fees— 
The dentist may not accept or tender 
“rebates” or “split fees.” 


Section 10. Secret Agents and Exclu- 
sive Methods—The dentist has an obliga- 
tion not to prescribe, dispense or promote 
the use of drugs or other agents whose 
complete formulae are not available to 
the dental profession. He also has the 
obligation not to prescribe or dispense, 
except for limited investigative purposes, 
any therapeutic agent, the value of which 
is not supported by scientific evidence. 
The dentist has the further obligation of 
not holding out as exclusive, any agent, 
method or technic. 


Section 11. Patents and Copyrights— 
The dentist has the obligation of making 
the fruits of his discoveries and labors 
available to all when they are useful 
in safeguarding or promoting the health 
of the public. Patents and copyrights 
may be secured by a dentist provided 
that they and the remuneration derived 
from them are not used to restrict re- 
search, practice or the benefits of the 
patented or copyrighted material. 


Section 12. Advertising—Advertising 
reflects adversely on the dentist who em- 
ploys it and lowers the public esteem of 
the dental profession. The dentist has the 
obligation of advancing his reputation for 
fidelity, judgment and_ skill solely 
through his professional services to his 
patients and to society. The use of ad- 
vertising in any form to solicit patients 
is inconsistent with this obligation. 


Section 13. Cards, Letterheads and An- 
nouncements—A dentist may properly 
utilize professional cards, announcement 
cards, recall notices to patients of record 
and letterheads when the style and text 
are consistent with the dignity of the 
profession and with the custom of other 
dentists in the community. 
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Announcement cards may be sent when 
there is a change in location or an altera- 
tion in the character of practice, but only 
to other dentists, to members of other 
health professions and to patients of re- 


cord. 


Section 14. Office Door Lettering and 
Signs—A dentist may properly utilize 
office door lettering and signs provided 
that their style and text are consistent 
with the dignity of the profession and 
with the custom of other dentists in the 
community. 


Section 15. Use of Professional Titles 
and Degrees—A dentist may use the 
titles or degrees, Doctor, Dentist, D.D.S. 
or D.M.D., in connection with his name 
on cards, letterheads, office door signs 
and announcements. A dentist who has 
been certified by a specialty board for 
one of the specialties approved by the 
American Dental Association may use 
the title “diplomate” in connection with 
his specialty on his cards, letterheads and 
announcements if such usage is con- 
sistent with the custom of dentists of the 
community. A dentist may not so use 
his title or degree in connection with the 
promotion of any drug, agent, instrument 
or appliance. 


The use of eponyms in connection with 
drugs, agents, instruments or appliances 
is generally to be discouraged. 


Section 16. Use of the Terms “Clinic” 
and “Group Practice”—Unless the use of 
the term “clinic” has long been estab- 
lished by the custom of dentists in a 
community as applicable to a dental 
practice, it is strongly recommended that 
the term “clinic” be limited to designate 
public or quasi-public institutions es- 
tablished on a not-for-profit basis for 
the purpose of providing dental health 
care. 


The use of the term “group practice,” in 
accordance with the following definition, 
is recommended as applicable to a den- 
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tal practice and as an alternative to the 
term “clinic” when its use is consistent 
with existing statutes and the custom of 
the dentists in the community: 


Group practice is that type of dental 
practice in which ethical, licensed den- 
tists, sometimes in association with 
members of other health professions, 
agree formally between themselves on 
certain central arrangements designed 
to advance the economical and efficient 
conduct of a dental practice in order 
to render an improved health service 
to the patient. 


Section 17. Contract Practice—A den- 
tist may enter into an agreement with 
individuals and organizations to provide 
dental health care provided that the 
agreement does not permit or compel 
practices which are in violation of these 
Principles of Ethics. 


Section 18. Specialization and Limita- 
tion of Practice—A dentist has the obli- 
gation of not holding himself out as a 
specialist unless he has met requirements 
of additional experience and education 
consistent with the standards of dental 
practice in the community. A dentist 
may announce himself as a _ specialist 
only in one of the specialties approved 
by the American Dental Association. 
If a dentist limits his practice to one of 
the specialties approved by the Ameri- 
can Dental Association, he may include 
that information in his announcements 
consistent with state laws or the custom 
of the dentists of the community where 
there is no applicable state law. 


Section 19. Directories—A dentist may 
permit the listing of his name in a direc- 
tory provided that all dentists in similar 
circumstances have access to a similar 
listing and provided that such listing is 
consistent in style and text with the cus- 
tom of the dentists in the community. 


Section 20. Health Education of the 
Public—A dentist may properly partici- 
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pate in a program of health education 
of the public involving such media as 
the press, radio, television and lecture, 
provided that such programs are in 
keeping with the dignity of the profes- 
sion and the custom of the dental pro- 
fession of the community. 


Section 21. Judicial Procedure—Prob- 
lems involving questions of ethics should 
be solved at the local level within the 


broad boundaries established in these 
Principles of Ethics and within the in- 
terpretation of the code of ethics of the 
component society. If a satisfactory de- 
cision cannot be reached, the question 
should be referred, on appeal, to the con- 
stituent society, the Judicial Council of 
the American Dental Association and the 
House of Delegates of the American 
Dental Association, as provided in Chap- 
ter XI of the Bylaws of the American 
Dental Association. 


INTERPRETATIONS OF 


and 


ADDITIONS TO 


the Principles of Ethics 


of the 


American Dental Association 


These interpretations and additions will 
advise the members of the customs of the 
dental profession in this community and 
guide them in the maintenance of ethical 
conduct. 


Section 5. Emergency Service—If a den- 
tist is consulted in an emergency by the 
patient of another practitioner who is 
temporarily absent from his office, or by 
a patient who is away from home, the 
duty of the dentist so consulted is to 
relieve the patient of any immediate dis- 
ability by temporary service only, and 
then refer the patient back to the regular 
dentist. To urge the patient or institute 
any other treatment is unethical. 


Section 6. Use of Auxiliary Personnel— 
It is a breach of professional responsi- 
bility to delegate to or require of any 


auxiliary personnel any service which 
under the law should be rendered to a 
patient by a licensed dentist or a licensed 
dental hygienist. 


It is also unethical for a dentist to 
send a patient to a dental laboratory for 
any reason whatsoever. This act contrib- 
utes to the illegal practice of dentistry. 


Dentists should call to the attention of 
proper dental or legal authorities illegal, 
corrupt, or dishonest conduct on the part 
of any member of the dental profession 


and to expose such persons without fear 
or favor. 


It is unethical for a member of this 
Society to permit a dental hygienist in 
his employ to solicit patients or to act 
in collusion with a dental hygienist for 
such soliciting. 


In engaging the services of a dental 
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hygienist, it is unethical for a member 
of this Society to suggest or demand, by 
any means as a condition of employment, 
that the hygienist have a following. 


The existence of business stationery, 
directory, or telephone office listing 
under a hygienist’s name will be con- 
sidered sufficient evidence that the hy- 
gienist maintains a _ private practice, 
which is contrary to law. It is unethical 
for a member of this Society to associate 
himself with such a practice. 


Section 7. Consultation—In all consul- 
tations the welfare of the patient is of 
first importance. The referring dentist 
should give the consultant all pertinent 
information relating to the case. The 
consultant should, as soon as possible 
after seeing the patient, advise the re- 
ferring dentist or physician of his find- 
ings and proposed treatment. 


When a dentist is called in consultation 
by a fellow practitioner, he must hold 
the discussion in the consultation as con- 
fidential; under no circumstances may 
he accept charge of the case without the 
consent of the dentist who has been at- 
tending it or until he has been assured 
that any differences concerning the pa- 
tient’s financial obligations to the previ- 
ous dentist have been satisfactorily ad- 
justed. 


When a patient has left a former den- 
tist, and goes to another dentist for the 
completion of any pending or unfinished 
dentistry, and requests that this new 
dentist finish whatever dental work is 
necessary, this dentist may accept the 
case, but should make no derogatory 
statements of any previous dental work. 


When a patient goes to a dentist for a 
professional opinion and does not signify 
he is undergoing treatment by, or has 
consulted another dentist, the consultant 
may submit his findings and recom- 
mendations directly to the patient, but 
should make no derogatory statements 
of any previous dental work. 


When a patient goes to another den- 
tist for consultation and is not so referred 
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by a fellow practitioner, and the patient 
signifies his intention to return to his 
regular dentist for completion of the 
dental work, the consultant should first 
communicate with the patient’s dentist, 
wherever possible, before submitting his 
findings and recommendations to the pa- 
tient. Recommendations should be given 
to the patient by the consultant without 
in any manner disparaging or condemn- 
ing the opinion, or proposed plan of 
treatment, prescribed by the patient’s 
dentist, or make any derogatory state- 
ments of any previous dental work. 


Where a dentist has referred a patient 
to another dentist, consultant, specialist, 
etc. for an opinion, diagnosis or for any 
specific dental operation, service or 
treatment, said dentist, consultant, spe- 
cialist, etc. should give his report, opin- 
ion, diagnosis, etc. to the patient’s den- 
tist or perform the recommended opera- 
tion, service, or treatment. 


When a difference of opinion exists be- 
tween such dentist, consultant, specialist, 
etc. and the patient’s dentist as to the 
recommended operation or service to be 
rendered, said dentist, consultant, spe- 
cialist, etc. should first communicate with 
the patient’s dentist before discussing 
same with the patient and should render 
no service or treatment to the patient, 
other than emergency measures. 


Nor should such dentist, consultant, 
specialist, etc. accept such referred pa- 
tient into his own practice, or refer such 
patient to any other dentist, consultant, 
specialist, etc. unless so authorized by 
the patient’s dentist, nor make any dis- 
paraging or derogatory statements of any 
previous proposed dental work by the pa- 
tient’s dentist. 


A violation of any of the above will be 
considered unethical. 


Section 8. Unjust Criticism and Expert 
Testimony—One dentist should not dis- 
parage the services of another to pa- 
tients. Criticism of operations which are 
apparently defective may be unjust 
through lack of knowledge of the condi- 
tions under which they were performed. 
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The welfare of the patient is paramount 
to every other consideration, however, 
and should be conserved to the utmost of 
the practitioner’s ability. If he finds un- 
disputable evidence that a patient is suf- 
fering from previous faulty treatment, it 
is his duty to institute correct treatment 
at once, doing it with as little comment 
as possible and in such manner as to 
avoid reflection on his predessor. 


Section 9. Rebates and Split Fees—The 
dentist has the obligation of disclosing 
to his patients all the elements involved 
in the determination of a fee. He may not 
accept or pay commissions or rebates 
from any source associated with the 
service rendered to the patient. This So- 
ciety discourages the custom of the den- 
tist selling to patients—for profit or ad- 
vertising purposes—mouth washes, den- 
tifrices, tooth brushes, or other materials 
or articles. 


Section 10. Secret Agents or Exclusive 
Methods—It is unethical for dentists or 
dental organizations to give testimonials, 
directly or indirectly, concerning the 
supposed virtue of secret therapeutic 
agents or proprietary preparations (such 
as remedies, vaccines, mouth washes, 
dentifrices, or any other articles or ma- 
terials which are directed to the public, 
claiming radical cure or prevention of 
disease by their use). 


It is also unethical to promise cures or 
to boast of, prescribe, or employ secret 
methods of treatment, secret prepara- 
tions, or remedies; or to exhibit certifi- 
cates of skill or success in the treatment 
of diseases; or to employ any question- 
able method to gain the attention of the 
public for the purpose of obtaining pa- 
tronage. It is the duty of the dentist to 
expose dishonest methods of practice and 
false pretentions or charlatans and to 
warn the public that such practices may 
cause injury to health. 


It is unethical to issue a certificate of 
dental health based on an examination 
that occurred more than three months 
prior to the signing of such certificate. 


Section 11. Patents and Copyrights— 
Changing conditions in the modern world 
have brought about a situation wherein 
the ethics and propriety of members of 
the dental profession owning patent 
rights or having financial interest in in- 
struments or devices for use in dental 
practice or the administration of dental 
treatment should receive reasonably 
liberal interpretation. 


The procurement of patent rights, the 
whole or part ownership or a financial 
interest in any instrument or device for 
use in dental practice, or the administra- 
tion of dental treatment which procure- 
ment, ownership, or financial interest 
may have for its object purposes other 
than protection of the health of the pub- 
lic, the profession and the rights of the 
individual, is unethical. 


Section 12. Advertising—As an induce- 
ment to patronage in the practice of 
dentistry, either to the laity or the pro- 
fession, it is unethical and unprofessional 
for a dentist to employ or permit the 
employment of handbills, posters, circu- 
lars, cards, signs, stereoptican slides, mo- 
tion pictures, telephone, radio, television, 
newspapers, lectures, or any kind of 
printed or written publication or any 
other device especially used for the pur- 
pose of: 


a. Advertising personal superiority or 
ability to perform services in a superior 
manner. 

b. Advertising definite fixed fees, 
which in the nature of the professional 
service rendered must be variable. 

c. Advertising statements that might 
be calculated to deceive or mislead the 
public. 

d. Advertising any or more types of 
dental service, thereby implying either 
superiority or lower than average fees 
in these fields. 

e. Advertising under the name of a 
corporation, company, institution, clinic, 
association, parlor, or trade name. 

f. Advertising special or allegedly ex- 
clusive methods of practice or peculiar 
types of service. 

g. Advertising reports of cases or pos- 
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session of special certificate, diplomas, 
etc. 

h. Employing or making use of adver- 
tising solicitors, free publicity, press 
agents, radio announcers, entertainers, 
or lecturers. 

i. Guaranteeing or warranting opera- 
tions. 

j. Appearing in a radio or television 
show (as a dentist) without first obtain- 
ing the authorization of the Ethics Com- 
mittee of his component dental society. 


Dentists practicing a specialty in den- 
tistry may mail charts, reprints, or per- 
sonal communications to those members 
of the profession from whom they re- 
ceive referrals, but they are not privi- 
leged to circularize the profession at 
large with charts, reprints, or any mat- 
ter that is obviously a subterfuge for 
advertising. 


Publicity in the Press, Radio, Televi- 
sion, Etc.—It is unethical for any mem- 
ber of this Society (other than an official 
health officer issuing formal health bul- 
letins) to issue, or to cause to be issued, 
by interview or otherwise, any statement 
to the press or other non-dental publica- 
tion, dealing with scientific dental mat- 
ters, unless such member shall first re- 
ceive the authorization of the Ethics 
Committee of his component dental so- 
ciety. Individual dentists, however, may 
submit to being interviewed, when so 
authorized. Upon receiving such author- 
ization the member shall make a tran- 
script of whatever public statement is to 
be issued (limited by the regulations 
governing advertising) and compare 
such transcript with the reporter’s copy 
for approval or correction, if necessary, 
before publication. 


Writing for the laity without a byline 
is not disapproved, provided (a) the 
publication in which the article is to 
appear is of a responsible and reputable 
character; (b) the subject material and 
manner of its presentation are essentially 
educational in effect and not of an ad- 
vertising nature. 


Broadcasting over radio or television 
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—whether or not in person, or partici- 
pating by dentists in commercial broad- 
casting programs—is not disapproved, 
provided (a) the subject material and 
manner of presentation is essentially 
educational; (b) the dentist does not 
endorse the products of the organization 
sponsoring the broadcast; (c) the an- 
nouncer’s continuity is acceptable, in that 
no exaggeration or unwarranted claims 
are made; (d) the appearance meets with 
the approval of the Ethics Committee of 
the component dental society. 


Such articles, personal interviews, or 
broadcasts over radio and television must 
not tend to aggrandize the dentist by re- 
ferring to any singular achievement, 
such as unique or outstanding methods 
of practice, or in any way imply personal 
superiority or ability to perform any 
dental service in a superior manner. It 
is also expressly forbidden to have such 
publicity carry the dentist’s office ad- 
dress. 


No member shall permit his or her 
photograph to be published in the public 
press or other publication not of a dental 
nature, in such a manner or with such 
content as would be used for advertising 
his or her practice. 


It is unethical for a member of this 
Society to circularize the public by card, 
poster, handbill, telegraph, telephone, 
radio, television, newspaper, any kind of 
printed or written matter, or any device 
that is obviously a solicitation for pa- 
tronage and a subterfuge for advertising. 


Section 13. Cards, Letterheads and An- 
nouncements—A dentist is permitted to 
use personal professional cards of a 
modest type announcing his name, title, 
address, telephone number, and office 
hours; if he confines his practice to a 
specialty and is licensed as such, he may 
so designate on his cards; he may also 
use modest appointment cards and dia- 
grams for designating needed radiograms 
or operations. No illustration or other 
printed matter should appear on pro- 
fessional cards. The same rule applies to 
letterheads, billheads, envelopes, etc. A 
dentist may mail to his patients of re- 
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cord, similar modest announcements, in- 
forming them of his absence from or re- 
turn to practice; of the opening of an 
office, a new location, etc. 


It is unprofessional and unethical for 
a dentist to insert a card in the local 
press, or in programs or papers for so- 
cial events, theatres, schools, religious 
organizations, etc. 


Members of this Society whose prac- 
tices are limited to a specialty of den- 
tistry, and are licensed as such, may mail 
removal notices or announcements of 
their engaging in a specialty to the pro- 
fession at large, but only at the time of 
such removal or at the time of their 
entrance into the practice of the special- 
ty. Dentists practicing a specialty of 
dentistry may mail charts, reprints, or 
personal communications to those mem- 
bers of the profession from whom they 
are receiving referrals, but they may not 
circularize the profession at large with 
charts, reprints, or any matter that is 
obviously a subterfuge for advertising. 


Section 14. Office Door Lettering and 
Signs—A dentist may use modest size 
lettering announcing his name, title, and 
profession on his office doors, windows, 
or entrance of his office; if he practices 
a specialty, he may state the specialty. 
Large display signs or peculiar lighting, 
unusual objects or characters of any 
description, or anything that copies or 
imitates the unethical methods of the 
charlatan are unethical. Signs must be 
limited in number to those essential to 
indicate to prospective patients the lo- 
cation of his office. 


Since signs are for the purpose of 
designating one’s office location and not 
to project advertising messages, the 
presence of any words other than the 
dentist’s name and degree, or “Dr. 
Dentist” is prohibited. 





’ 


Illuminated signs are prohibited re- 
gardless of location. These include neon 
signs, shadow boxes, lights behind signs, 
moving pictures or slides, group bill- 
boards, or any other kind of illumina- 


tion intended to make the sign or signs 
more conspicuous. 


Size of Lettering on Signs—The height 
of lettering on signs may not exceed 
three inches on the street level of a build- 
ing or within ten feet of same, seven 
inches on signs above the first story. 


The background of the signs may not 
exceed more than two inches beyond the 
lettering. 


The lettering may be arranged only in 
straight horizontal lines. 


Border designs or scalloping are not 
permitted. 


In recessed office buildings where it is 
not practical to place a sign upon the 
window or against the building, and the 
building is at least thirty-five feet from 
sidewalk on street, it is permissable to 
have a stationary sign or name on a 
directroy a few feet from the sidewalk 
on the street using no larger size and 
type than is permitted on a door. 


Swinging signs are prohibited. 


The only wall sign permitted is a 
plaque at the entrance of the building. 
The listings on the plaque must be uni- 
form. 


Number of Signs—This must be de- 
termined by the location of the office in 
the building, the size of the office, and 
the neighborhood. 

a. An office having one exposure is 
permitted two window signs, in addition 
to one wall sign at the entrance. The 
maximum number of signs permitted in 
cases of one exposure is three. 

b. An office having two exposures is 
permitted two window signs on each 
exposure, and one wall sign at the en- 
trance. The maximum number of signs 
permitted in cases of two exposures is 
five. 

c. An office having more than two ex- 
posures, or other extenuating circum- 
stances, such as two or more entrances 
to the building, etc., may warrant the use 
of an additional sign; permission for the 
use of an additional sign, beyond the 
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maximum number of five, may be ob- 
tained only by application to the Ethics 
Committee of the component society. 


Each and every window containing 
lettering constitutes a separate sign. 


Wording of Signs—Names of Building 
—Illuminated Buildings—The wording of 
signs in any foreign language, or any 
wording descriptive of any dental opera- 
tion or service, are prohibited. Also pro- 
hibited are the following: 

a. Surgeon Dentist. 

b. Dental Surgeon. 

c. Dentistry. 

d. Dental Clinic, Dental 
Dental Center, Dental Group. 


Institute, 


Acceptable wording for buildings is: 

a. Dental Building. 

b. Dental-Medical Building. 

c. “Name” Dental Building (but not 
name of individual). 

d. “Name” Medical Building (but not 
name of individual). 


Illumination of buildings is frowned 
upon, but is permitted if the illumination 
is the same as that upon adjacent build- 
ings, and it is not there for the purpose 
of making signs more conspicuous than 
other parts of the building. If there are 
no adjacent buildings and the building is 
at least thirty-five feet back from the 
sidewalk on the street, it is permissible 
to have the same type of illumination for 
the entrance of the buildings as appears 
on the street. No spotlights may be 
focused on the building because this is 
obviously a solicitation of patronage and 
a subterfuge for advertising. 


It is unethical for a member of this 
Society to maintain or share an office 
whose signs or ethical conduct are in 
conflict with these Standards of Ethics 
or its interpretations. 


Section 16. Use of the Terms “Clinic” 
and “Group Practice”’—Using the name 
“dental clinic,” “dental institute,” “den- 
tal centers,” or other title that may sug- 
gest a public or semi-public activity to 
designate what is in fact an individual or 
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group private practice is misleading and, 
therefore, unethical. 


It is unethical for any member of this 
Society to solicit for, participate in, or 
advertise courses or clinics in dentistry 
unless given under the auspices of a 
dental college, dental society, hospital, 
or non-profit scientific institution. 


It is also unethical for any member of 
this Society, while engaged in the active 
practice of dentistry, to be employed by, 
or lend his name and services to, any 
commercial organization, group, indi- 
vidual, or dental supply house, or to give 
demonstrations to the profession or the 
public under their auspices unless au- 
thorized by the Ethics Committee of his 
component society. 


It is incompatible with the requisites 
of membership in the Illinois State Den- 
tal Society to practice or offer to practice 
dentistry or dental surgery as owner, 
officer, trustee, director, advisor, spon- 
sor, agent, or employee of—or to operate, 
manage, or be employed for or by—any 
corporation, company, association, or 
trade name, or under any name except 
his or her own proper name (the name 
appearing on one’s certificate of registra- 
tion as recorded by the Department of 
Registration and Education of the State 
of Illinois). The exceptions would be ap- 
proved hospitals, dental or educational 
institutions recognized by the Illinois 
State Department of Registration and 
Education, and those organizations which 
are purely charitable in character and 
make no charge for dental services 
rendered. 


It is unethical for dentists to enter into 
contracts which impose conditions that 
make it impossible to deal fairly with 
the public and fellow practitioners in 
the locality. 


It is also unethical for any dentist or 
member of this Society to be employed 
by, or enter into any contract with, any 
technician or dental laboratory for the 
purpose of working on private patients 
of such technicians or dental laboratory, 
or to act in any capacity as an agent for 
the personal solicitation of private pa- 
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tients for such technicians or labora- 
tories. 


Section 19. Directories—Directory an- 
nouncements are for the convenience of 
the patient rather than a means of bring- 
ing the dentist’s name to the attention 
of the public. 


It is unethical for a dentist to permit 
the placing of his name in any city, com- 
mercial, telephone, or other public di- 
rectory or directories in public buildings, 
using what is known as display type or 
type that is in any way dissimilar to the 
standard in size, shape or color, or to 
use any other device tending to give his 
name visual prominence over other 
names listed. It is likewise unethical for 
a dentist to permit the printing of his 
name in any kind of public directory 
under a heading such as “specialists,” 
“surgeon dentists,” or any other heading 
or device that might create in the mind 
of the reader the impression that the 
individual so listed is superior to those 
whose names appear under a simple 
heading, “dentists.” A dentist’s name, ad- 
dress, and telephone number is all that 
may be printed in official public direc- 
tories. 


If a dentist confines himself to the 
practice of a licensed specialty and is so 
licensed by the State of Illinois, he may 
announce in the same modest type as 
his name in the directory, “practice 
limited to »’ using the exact name 
of the specialty as it appears on the 
license he holds. 





It is unethical for members of this 
Society to continue the name in any 
directory, or to display on signs or 
stationery, the name of any other prac- 
titioner who is deceased or retired from 
active practice for a period of longer 
than one year. 


It is also unethical for a member of 
this Society to permit or cause his name 
to be listed in any restrictive listing or 
directory which might be construed as 
advertising. It is permissible, however, 
to allow a member’s name to be listed in 


official public telephone directories, 
membership rosters in incorporated or 
chartered professional societies, or a 
building directory, using only his name 
and professional degree or the words 
“Dr. ————,, Dentist.” 


Section 21. Judicial Procedure—The 
component society in which the member 
practices has jurisdiction whenever a 
question of ethics arises. It is the duty of 
the Ethics Committee of the component 
society to follow the judicial procedures 
as outlined in Chapter XI of the Bylaws 
of the American Dental Association and 
Article VI, Section 5 of the Bylaws of 
the Illinois State Dental Society. 


Professional Loyalty and Patriotism— 
It is unethical for a member of this So- 
ciety, upon leaving the employ of a den- 
tist, to solicit in any manner or form the 
patients of such former employer, unless 
permission is granted in writing by such 
employer; but nothing in this article 
shall prevent such former employee from 
accepting such patients into his practice 
if said patients, exercising freedom of 
choice, choose him for professional serv- 
ices. 


Dentists should be good citizens and as 
such should bear their full part in sus- 
taining institutions that advance the in- 
terest of humanity. They should always 
be ready to counsel the public on sub- 
jects relating to dental health service. 
They should refrain from any act, com- 
ment, or insinuation that may reflect 
upon the dignity of the dental profession, 
not forgetting that a well-merited repu- 
tation for honest and professional ability 
carries with it its own reward. Thus, 
it is imperative that the dentist in his 
relations with his patients, his fellow 
practitioners, and the public, conducts 
himself as becomes a member of the 
profession whose prime purpose is serv- 
ice to humanity. 


In the event a member is convicted by 
the courts of subversive activities, it will 
be considered a violation of this Stand- 
ards of Ethics and such action will auto- 
matically terminate his membership.

WILLIAM A. McKEE 
1877-1960

He did postgradute work at 
Northwestern University Dental School 
and the Deaner Institute in Kansas City. 

He had held almost every honored 
position that the Illinois State Dental 
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Society could bestow, 
presidency in 1937.

Dr. McKee served seventeen years on 
the Illinois State Board of Dental Ex- 
aminers, was president of the board, 
and also serving as secretery for fourteen 
years. He was a fellow member of 
American College of Dentists and an 
active member and past president of the 
local chapter of O.K.U.

Lab Owner Pleads Guilty 


Henry C. Cordak, owner and operator of A. B. Dental Plate Laboratory, 
at 193214 Irving Park in Chicago, pled guilty on February 26 to practicing 
dentistry when he admitted to Judge Peter J. Paolucci of Marshall County, 
that he is not licensed to practice dentistry and that he took impressions 
and made a denture for a woman who walked into his shop seeking some 
“cheap” dentistry. 

This laboratory technician was fined $400.00 and ordered to make 
restitution of $245.00 to his customer. Investigative work on this case was 
handled by the Joint Commission on Legislation and Law Enforcement. 
Richard Haupt, assistant states attorney, prosecuted.

Enjoin Fake Dentist 


On March 16 Judge Grover C. Niemeyer of the Superior Court of Cook 
County placed under permanent injunction a fake dentist, Gil M. Burgos 
of 1575 W. Ogden Avenue, Chicago, who for several years has extracted 
teeth, made dentures, and performed other dental services for Spanish 
speaking persons in Chicago. Burgos is not and never has been licensed 
as a dentist. He was brought to court thru activities of the Joint Commis- 
sion. 

Burgos is enjoined from advertising himself as being a dentist, from 
treating any diseases or deficiencies of the oral cavity, from taking im- 
pressions or furnishing dentures to the public, or in any manner dealing 
directly with the public. 

Although he has no scientific training, factory hand Burgos extracted 
several teeth for a Spanish speaking woman, who developed a severe infec- 
tion and became seriously ill. Burgos preyed upon Spanish speaking 
people, who were led to believe that he actually was a dentist. He adver-

of amendments have made the present 
instrument unwieldy and difficult to ad- 
minister. 

It was the desire of the Committee 
to reduce the twenty-five standing com- 
mittees to fifteen standing committees 
by combining some whose duties over- 
lap, dropping some obsolete committees, 
and changing the name of other com- 
mittees to make them more descriptive. 
Due to changing times, several new 
committees have become necessary. Du- 
ties of committees have been _pin- 
pointed more specifically and, finally, 
the fiscal year which presently runs 
from January 1 through December 31 
is to be changed to May I, ending April 
30 of the next year. 


Authority 


Article XI. (Constitution) 
“This Constitution may be amended 
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by a two-thirds vote of the members 
present at an annual meeting, provided 
the proposed amendments or revisions 
shall have been presented in writing, 
signed by five members, at the previous 
annual meeting.

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Sr: as though you can find just 
about anything put up in an aero- 
sol can these days. Since this is such a 
brand new industry, let’s take a minute 
to look it over. 

For many of us, our first contact with 
aerosol cans came about during World 
War II, when the Department of Agri- 
culture developed insect repellant in a 
spray can, so that American troops 
could avoid disease-carrying insects. 
And this might lead some of the pun- 
sters to claim that the aerosol industry 
literally started from “scratch.” 

Almost instantly, after the war, push- 
button containers gained wide popu- 
larity. The push-button can gave some 
people a feeling of power. To others 
came the sensation of “making magic.” 
But the solid convenience they provided 
took them out of the novelty field and 
placed them squarely on the best selling 
list on merchants’ shelves. Folks in Dan- 
ville, Illinois, know that they have in 
their midst one of our country’s largest 
manufacturers of aerosol products. 

The push-button magic that delivers 
an amazing array of products in spray, 
foam, liquid or powder form is not as 
complicated as you might expect. 


If you could look inside a typical 
aerosol container, you would find about 
two-thirds of the volume occupied by 
a mixture of the product itself and the 
propellant (generally a fluorinated hy- 
drocarbon gas) held in its liquid state 
under pressure. More of the propellant, 
in its vapor or gaseous state, is held 
in the upper one-third of the container. 

A plastic tube extends from the valve 
on the top of the can down through 
the contents to the bottom of the con- 
tainer. When the valve is pressed down, 
the gas pressure on top of the liquid 
forces the product up through the dip 
tube and out through the valve nozzle. 

Immediately, enough propellant va- 
porizes into the top of the can to main- 
tain uniform pressure on the product.

Let’s Take A Minute 


Each time the valve is pressed down, the 
propellant expands, maintaining the 
same pressure until the product is com- 
pletely ejected from the container. 

As the mixture of product and liquid 
propellant pass through the fine orifice 
of the valve, the propellant vaporizes 
instantly, expanding some 240 times 
and, in products such as insecticides or 
perfumes, literally blasts the product 
dispensed into tiny particles, forming 
a mist that floats in the air for some 
time. 

Last year about 500 million units were 
manufactured, and this included more 
than 125 different products. It is pos- 
sible to spray on a plastic bandage, 
start your barbecue fire, shine your 
shoes, or grease the frying pan with an 
aerosol-packaged product. The five most 
popular aerosol items are said to be 
hair sprays, room deodorants, shaving 
lathers, insect repellants, and paint 
sprays. And in the future you can expect 
to see a spray starch, an instant coffee, 
and a horseradish-flavored sauce added 
to the never ending list of products 
available. 

However, if the push-button takes 
over completely—as it appears that it 
cculd—there’s nothing to worry about. 
There’s already an aerosol skin-tough- 
ener on the market, originally devel- 
oped for athletes, but: perfectly applic- 
able to toughen up your push-button 
finger!—Bob Kreiner
